Good roads, in the opinion of Dr. J ulius 
Klein, assistant secretary of commerce, 
“ have revolutionized the business of the 
nation, and the end is not y et.’’ 
In 19 04 the state and federal g overn­ 
ments spent $2,500,000 for hig hway s and 
in 19 28 , the last y ear for which complete 
statistics are available, they spent $8 27 ,- 
000,000, or 330 times as much. 
In addi­ 
tion, the expenditures 
of 
counties and 
other local units of g overnment reached 
the total of $8 32,000,000. 
Since 19 21, 
the annual 
ag g reg ate 
expenditure for 
roads has been above $1,000,000,000. 
These are impressive fig ures and one 
mig ht think we have all the roads we are 
likely to need for some time to come. 
But such is not the case. Our cities have 
been adequately provided with expensive 
streets and hig hway s but most of the 
ii^g ricultural and rural country depends on 
oh the same ty pe of road that existed in 
the horse and bug g y day s. 
Five million 
of our 6 ,250,000 farmers are cut off from 
their markets during several months of 
esjach y ear by a barrier of mud. 
It is a 
liicky farmer w ho is assured of all-y ear 
contact with the outside world over water 
iv)id dust-proof surfaced roads.

^ The late Edward W. Box in 19 21 g ave 
tjie City of Philadelphia a total of $215,- 
000 to establish

nually to the citizen of the town who is 
iÇdjudg ed to have rendered the g reatest 
bprvice to the community during the y eer. 
'ihe federal tax g atherer assessed an in­ 
come tax of $34,36 0 on the g ift. The in­ 
justice was of course resisted but an un- 
1pleasant impression was made when Dis­ 
trict J udg e Kirkpatrick held some months 
ag o that the tax had been leg ally imposed 
and must be paid. 
A review by the fed­ 
eral circuit court of appeals was asked, 
\$hich has now reversed the former ruling 
i^d declared that just such a g ift as this 
“ for the g ood of neig hbors and the pro­ 
motion of interests technically charitable 
iOid really educational,’’ comes within the 
cpng ressional intent in exempting a defi­ 
nite class of philanthropic donations. 
That the precedent set is more impor­ 
tant than the $34,36 0 saved may be ex­ 
pected. 
The phraseolog y of federal in­ 
come tax law relating to g ifts has varied 
somewhat at different times, but what 
g ood could be expected to come from the 
proceeds of a tribute exacted inequitably 
cm property of this kind and serving as a 
check on benevolence and public spirit? 
The g atherers have no rig ht to revenue 
from such source. 
Cong ress is saved a 
task which would have devolved on it in 
amending the present phraseolog y , had 
the decision been different, for it is to be 
hoped that the question has permanently 
l>een disposed of in this and similar cases.

PUBLIC EDUCATION ADVANCES 
RAPIDLY 
“ During the past 40 y ears the g rowth 
in American public education 
has been 
very 
rapid.” the specialist in secondary 
education. United States Office of Educa­ 
tion, Carl A. J essen, say s. 
A g lance at statistics between 18 9 0 and 
19 28 on the number of schools enrolled, 
the number of day s in attendance annu­ 
ally , the number of schools and the value 
of school property discloses amazing ad­ 
vances. 
In 
18 9 0 a total 
of 
12,7 22.58 1 children 
the 
ag es of five and 
seventeen 
wore enrolled in the public schools of the 
nation. 
This number increased to 25,- 
17 9 ,6 9 6 in 19 28 . 
The total population 
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of the country in 18 7 0 was 38 ,558 ,37 1 
compared with a school enrollment in ex­ 
cess of 25,000,000 in 19 28 , the statistics 
show. 
In his report Mr. J essen calls attention 
to the fact that 6 8 .6 per cent of the chil­ 
dren between the ag es of five and seven­ 
teen in 18 9 0 v.'ere enrolled compared with 
8 1.5 per cent in 19 28 . 


A number of factors contribute to the 
explanation of the expansion of educa­ 
tion. 
One of these is the new attitude 
toward the value of education. 
In 18 9 0 
if a g irl intended to marry, or if a boy did 
not show any g reat enthusiasm for school­ 
ing , neither was urg ed to g o forward with 
his training . 
The idea of educating for 
useful citienship had not been emphasiz­ 
ed by leaders of the day. 
The 19 th cen­ 
tury had not awakened to the importance 
of developing y oung people for a special 
training or profession, hence the school 
sy stem did not afford opportunities for 
varied aptitude. 
The complicated social system evolved 
during the past 30 or 40 y ears in this 
country demands that one must be train­ 
ed in a particular specialty or fall by the 
way side economically . Parents are realiz­ 
ing that unless their children have and 
take advantag e of educational opportuni­ 
ties, their futures will be handicapped, 
placing education where it properly be­ 
long s, on the very hig hest peak of thing s 
essential and g irls and boys are kept in 
school more esily because this increased 
interest developed in the parents.

THE OLD MENTALITY

Declaring that the nations “ are falling 
back into their old mentality ,” Prime Min­ 
ister Ramsey MacDonald in a sing le sen­ 
tence explains the hue and cry ag ainst the 
three-power treaty .

The big navy forces are up in 
arms ag ainst ag reement of compromise. 
Hag g ling for the best possible barg ain, 
the big g est possible fleet, is the rule. 
In Washing ton, in London, in Tokio, it is 
the same. 
Each country is insisting that 
it is the loser under the terms of the Lon­ 
don ag reement. 
Senator Hale declares 
the United States has been out-maneuver­ 
ed. Winston Spencer Churchill asserts that 
Eng land has taken a secondary place. 
Senator Hiram J ohnson sees the y ellow 
peril in the increase of the J apanese ra­ 
tion in auxiliaries, while J apan berates its 
deleg ates for restricting the present build­ 
ing prog ram and lay ing the country open 
to attack. 
This conflict is perhaps the best arg u­ 
ment in favor of the naval limitations. It 
means that the treaty opponents in all 
three countries will not be satisfied with 
an equitable distribution of tonnag e. They 
want the ultimate for their ow n nation. 
They prefer competition in armament to 
any g ive-and-take 
ag reement. 
“ Falling 
back into the old-mentality ,” they are in 
their element. 
What the British premier said for Eng ­ 
land applies to the United States and 
J apan. 
“ Old fears and old superstitions 
reg arding security are returning . 
The 
same sort of arg uments so familiar be­ 
fore 19 14 are coming up, unblushing and 
unashamed.” 
The principal achievement of the Lon- 
parley s was the development that ag ree­ 
ment w^as possible, that a new^ mentality 
had taken the place of the old, and th^ 
jing oes and experts were releg ated to the 
backg round, where they belong ed.

Serv e On ly On e Fun ction . 


Min erals are as essen tial in the 
poultry ration as protein s, or car­ 
bohyd rates, or an y of the v ira- 
min s, but they will on ly gerv e the 
fun ction for which n ature In ten d ed 
them an d will n ot take the place cf 
an y of the other n ecessary parts of 
the ration , Dr. R. W. Bethke of 
the Ohio agricultural experimen t 
station , told a farm an d home week 
aud ien ce at Corn ell un iv ersity. 
Doctor Bethke said that min eral 
feed in g may he ov erd on e, an d that 
the poultrymen should use d iscre­ 
tion an d common sen se In makln .g 
up their poultry ration . He warn ed 
poultry men n ot to take stock in 
the claims of salesmen that min er­ 
als would take the place of such 
thin gs as v itamin s or meat scrap In 
their ration . 
Although the d ifferen t min erals 
showed d ifferen t d egrees of av ail- 
abilty in the chemistry laboratory 
they d id n ot show d ifferen ces in the 
growth of the chicks. Doctor Bethke 
said . 
Egg shell formation seems 
to he best when the min erals are 
fed in the carbon ate form, he stated . 
Doctor Bethke seriously ques­ 
tion ed whether there is an y d iffer- 
*en ce in the results prod uced from 
feed in g so-called “organ ic” or “in or­ 
gan ic’’ min erals. 
He says that the 
quosiion of whether they are “or­ 
gan ic’’ or “in organ ic” d epen d s on 
the in d iv id ual poin t of v iew. 
Too little min eral matter in the 
ration results in leg weakn ess or 
rickets in the growin g chick which 
can n ot he ov ercome by cod liv er 
oil or siin liglit. 
Meat scrap an d milk con tain 
large quan tities of calcium an d 
Iihosphon is so when these are in - 
clud ial in the ration the supply of 
min erals from other sources n eed 
n ot be as great as when most of 
the ration is mad e up of grain . Doc­ 
tor Bethke said that grain an d pro­ 
tein supplemen ts con tain en ough of 
the essen tial min eral elemen ts, ex­ 
cept calcium an d phosphorus, so 
that they n eed n ot be prov id ed for 
separately in the hen 's ration .
